Ieum Exploration Licence to prospect for Petroleum for four 
years from 15-10-78 in Clastic Basin (DCS) area measuring

The Grant of Licence is subject to the terms and conditions 
mentioned below : 

(a) The Exploration Licence should be in respect of

(b) If any minerals are found during the exploration 
work, the Commission should briny that to the 
notice of the Central Government with full particu- 
lars thereof. 

(c) Royalty at the rates mentioned below shall be 
charged.
